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woman is

ROBBERS dragged a 
woman out of her bed and 
snatched a gold chain from 
her neck before stealing 
£15,000 of jewellery during a 
terrifying early hours 
attack. 

The three men broke into 
into the house in Dudley and 
woke the 19-year-old victim 
and her 18-year-old brother. 

The men pulled the 
woman from her bed and 
took the chain, before drag¬ 
ging her around the house 
and demanding money and 
jewellery. 

She was repeatedly 
punched, while her brother 
was pushed down the stairs 
and also assaulted. 

Both victims received 
medical treatment after 
their 10-minute ordeal on 
Saturday at about 3.30am 
They suffered cuts and 
bruises. 

The thieves got away from 
the house in Selborne Road, 
with jewellery worth around 
£15,000. 

The alarm was raised 
moments later when a 
neighbour heard the com¬ 
motion and saw the men 
running away from the 
house. 

The home is being exam¬ 
ined by forensic officers as 
police speak to locals to try 
and find the attackers. 

1,000 fines 
at hospital 

MORE than 1,000 parking 
tickets have been handed 
out to patients, staff and vis¬ 
itors at Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital in less than a 
year.

TRADERS ANGRY 
AT ROADWORKS

TRADERS on a main route in Halesowen say they are losing custom 
and money due to roadworks. Engineers are replacing old gas mains 
in Gorsty Hill Road and Coombes Road. Both have been made one¬ 
way while the 20-week project is completed. 

Businesses say the £500,000 project is having a negative impact on trade, while resi¬ 
dents say drivers are clogging up narrow streets to avoid the works. Traders say there is 
a lack of parking spaces and customers are being put off from visiting the area as they 
get stuck in traffic. Dalvinder Kaur, owner of the Olympia chip shop on Coombes Road, 

said: “It has been terrible. We have seen 
our takings go down by a third in the last 
week, and I’m worried it will get worse.” 

Barry Woodward, landlord of the 
Lighthouse pub on the same road, said: 
“It has cut the pub off completely. It’s not 
just me, there’s an off licence, pharmacy, 
chip shop - they are all in the same situa¬ 
tion. 

“This is going to go on for a long time 
and they should have been organised 
much better. Residents should have been 
better informed and asked for their 
views.” 

Louise Martin, who lives in High 
Haden Crescent, added that drivers were 
causing chaos by using side roads to avoid 
the works. 

She said: “It really is dangerous. 

Safety 

“Narrow roads are becoming very busy 
and we think there is a real safety issue.” 

The work, being carried out by 
National Grid, will take six months and 
two roads in Hurst Green will both be 
made one-way during the scheme. 

At the same time South Staffs Water 
workers will be replacing an old iron cast 
water main. 

National Grid project manager, Stan 
Best, said: “This project is a major invest¬ 
ment in the safety and reliability of Hurst 
Green’s gas supply and will be a short 
term inconvenience for a long term bene¬ 
fit. 

“The new plastic pipes we are laying 
will last for up to 80 years and needs lit¬ 
tle or no maintenance. 

“We appreciate that there is never a 
good time to close such a busy road, but 
we have worked very closely with South 
Staffs Water and Dudley Council to co¬ 
ordinate our projects which will help to 
keep disruption to a minimum.” 


A minute's 
silence held 
for Angus 

A MINUTE’S silence was held in memory of 
a popular Dudley councillor at the first 
meeting since his death - as it was revealed 
the public are welcome to pay their respects 
at his funeral. 

Colleagues of Councillor Angus Adams 
paid emotional tributes to him at Monday’s 
full meeting of Dudley Council. 

Councillor Adams, who was Dudley’s 
regeneration chief and chairman of the 
West Midlands transport authority Centro, 
died suddenly at his Stourbridge home last 
Tuesday aged 67. 

Ten councillors stood up and made 
speeches about him - with many saying it 
had been an “honour and a privilege” to 
have known and worked with him. 

Councillor Pete Lowe said the new £7 mil¬ 
lion Stourbridge Bus Station, which is due 
to open this weekend, would serve as a 
legacy to his hard work improving transport 
in the region. 

His “sharp wit” and “irreverent personal¬ 
ity” were remembered, as his partner Coun¬ 
cillor Jennie Dunn listened. 

The father-of-two and grandfather-of- 
three had served on Dudley Council, repre¬ 
senting Norton, since 2000. A public service 
will be held at St Mary’s Church in Oldswin- 
ford on April 25 at 11.30am and afterwards 
a private funeral at the town’s cremato¬ 
rium. Councillor Dunn said the public were 
welcome to the earlier service.

Motorists 
set to face 
more misery

DRIVERS in Dudley town 
centre face more misery as 
two months of roadworks 
are carried out on a major 
route.

John Millar, director of 
the urban environment, 
said: “The utility works tak¬ 
ing place in Dudley town 
centre continue to progress 
well.”

Halesowen chamber of 
trade chairman, Steve Fitz¬ 
patrick, speaking at the 
meeting, added: “I feel that 
a market held every Satur¬ 
day would cause problems 
for the shops that are 
already there. I feel that if 
we have a market there 
every Saturday shops will 
close.”

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Boost for 
number 
of medics 

MORE than 100 extra para¬ 
medics will be available to 
attend 999 calls in the West 
Midlands by the end of the 
year, bosses say 

The region’s ambulance 
service wants to boost the 
number of paramedics so 
more patients can be treated 
at the scene instead of 
needing to go to hospital for 
treatment. Currently, 115 
ambulance technicians are 
undergoing university train¬ 
ing courses. 

They will qualify between 
August and November this 
year. Meanwhile West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service is 
also recruiting a further 25 
paramedics, who will start in 
October. 

It means by March next 
year, 64 per cent of the 
service’s frontline staff will 
be paramedics.

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service spokesman 
Murray MacGregor said: 
“This will give us a frontline 
skill mix by March next year 
of around 64 per cent para¬ 
medic.

The Black Country pensioner 
created two intricately-carved walking 
stick handles linking the region with 
the liner. 

One depicts local industrialist Noah 
Hingley, whose family made the 
Titanic anchor in Netherton. 

The other shows the ship’s captain, 
Edward Smith, who came from Stoke- 
on-Trent, with a length of chain from 
his collar down to a depiction of the 
anchor. Both show the flair and atten- 


out images that will stick 


tion to detail Mr Williams, a 70-year- 
old button factory worker from 
Banners Street, Cradley, has perfected 
since he started carving walking stick 
handles as a hobby in the late 1960s. 

Mr Williams, a grandfather, has 
created a collection of around 40 fancy 
walking stick handles, including one in 
honour of Mary Macarthur, who led the 
1910 chainmakers’ strike, and others 
depicting wildlife. 

He selects one of the sticks each day 
to take out on walks with his wife, 
Shirley. He spent three months - from 
the end of December to March - 


working an hour or two each day - to 
create the Titanic themed heads, 
which are now on display at the offices 
of the Black Country Bugle, High 
Street, Cradley Heath. 

He uses a dentist-style drill and 
cutters to carve the horn he uses as the 
base for his works of art. 

“When I realised the centenary of 
the sinking of the Titanic was this year, 
I decided to do some designs so the 
Black Country link would be commem¬ 
orated at the same time,” said Mr 
Williams, who worked for 45 years at 
James Grove & Sons, Halesowen.

IT IS a story that has been told for a hundred 
years. The sons of Netherton cemented their 
place in the history books after creating the 
gigantic anchor for the tragic RMS Titanic. 

When the colossal 18ft- H by Andrew Turton 

long anchor emerged from H____ 

the premises of Noah knows the story of Titanic 


Hingley & Sons in April 
1911, excitement swept 
through the Black Country 
town. 

Hundreds lined the 
streets as 20 horses helped 
to pull the anchor on the 
back of a dray, along the two 
miles between Netherton 
and Dudley Railway Station. 

It was then transported to 
the Belfast shipyards of 
Harland and Wolff where 
the liner was being built. 

The journey was repli¬ 
cated when a new anchor, 
created using original draw¬ 
ings, was made as part of a 
television documentary two 
years ago. 

Titanic researcher 

Jonathan Smith helped the 
programme-makers by pro¬ 
viding technical details of 
the original anchor’s con¬ 
struction. 

He said the story of the 
anchor has “captured the 
imagination” of the town 
over the last century. 

“It is a testament to all the 
workers, not only those at 
Noah Hingley’s and it is still 
a proud moment for the 
area,” said the 41-year-old of 
Willenhall. “Everyone 


off by heart, 

“It is interesting that 
people from the Midlands 
have such a connection to it 
but there are many links 
such as the anchor.” 

Noah Hingley & Sons 
received the commission for 
the anchors, both side and 
centre, in late 1910 from 
H&W which also built 
Titanic’s sister ships 
Olympic and Britannic. 

Specialist 

The firm, known through¬ 
out the country for its chain 
link and forging skills, also 
subcontracted parts of the 
anchor to other local special¬ 
ist companies. 

Sections of the anchor’s 
central bar called a shank 
were forged by Halesowen’s 
Walter Somers Ltd. 

For the original journey, 
the anchor was drawn on a 
cart, or dray, by Great 
Bridge haulage company WA 
Ree. 

Mr Smith, who was part of 
the BBC’s coverage for the 
Titanic anniversary, said the 
workers of Noah Hingley’s 
should be honoured with a 
special plaque or memorial.

A LEGAL battle has been launched to stop 
waste being delivered to a firm at the centre 
of a dispute over a towering mound of 
rubbish. 


Officials from the Environment Agency appeared before 
the High Court seeking an injunction against Refuse 
Derived Fuel Limited, Brierley Hill. Families living nearby 
have been calling for action 
over the 30ft pile of rubbish 
for months. 

They want an injunction 
preventing more waste 
coming to the site and 
agency officials have been 
gathering evidence. 

A judge decided a full 
hearing on the injunction 
would take place on May 3. 

Agency officials said they 
had also served further 
notices on the company 
requiring waste at the site in 
Moor Street, to be cleared. 

Around 50 complaints 
have been made to the 
agency about the rubbish 
since last summer. They say 
the waste has become a 
blight and demanded action. 

The agency says the firm 
has missed a series of dead¬ 
lines to reduce the pile to 
acceptable levels. 

Environment Agency 
spokesman David Hudson 
confirmed a legal bid had 
now been launched. 

“We appreciate the 
patience residents in the 
area are showing and would 
like to thank them for their 
help and understanding,” he 
said. No one from Refuse 
Derived Fuel Limited was 
available for comment. 


Fined for 
dumping 

A MAN has been ordered to 
pay £215 after being caught 
dumping cider bottles in 
Halesowen. 

Anthony Brian Everill 
failed to pay a fixed penalty 
notice or turn up to court 
after he was seen discarding 
the bottles in September last 
year. 

Police, in an unmarked 
car, saw the 44-year-old 
dumping the bottles on land 
next to an electrical substa¬ 
tion in Cakemore Road. 

Sergeant Martin Hall, 
who is based in Halesowen, 
spoke to Everill and 
reported the matter to 
Dudley Council. 

Everill, who was living at 
Dormy Hotel, Hagley Road, 
Edgbaston, Birmingham, 
was issued with a £75 fixed 
penalty but failed to pay. 

Dudley magistrates heard 
the case in Everill’s absence 
and ordered him to pay a 
£100 fine, £100 costs and 
£15 victim surcharge.

Schools 
missing 
out on 
funding 

DUDLEY schools missed 
out on millions of pounds in 
payouts to create more 
spaces for pupils as the birth 
rate increases. 

While Staffordshire is cel¬ 
ebrating after being 
awarded nearly £13 million 
from the fund and Sandwell 
has won £2m, Dudley, 
Wolverhampton and Walsall 
have been left empty- 
handed. 

But the borough’s educa¬ 
tion boss, Councillor Liz 
Walker, said: “We don’t need 
it at the moment in any 
case.” 

A total of £600m is being 
made available for local edu¬ 
cation authorities nation¬ 
wide. Staffordshire County 
Council is one of the biggest 
beneficiaries of the funding, 
with education secretary 
Michael Gove awarding 
£12.8m. The money will be 
spent in the next financial 
year to cover the cost of 
catering for more pupils and 
expanding school buildings. 

Councillor Mrs Walker 
said, while some authorities 
closed schools a decade ago 
due to a falling birth rate, 
Dudley kept them open.

Real Hornby footbridge is 
given a major restoration 


A RAILWAY footbridge, which was used as a template by Hornby for 
one of its model kits, has been restored. The Grade II listed bridge at 
Hagley was built in 1884 by the Great Western Railway, 32 years after 
the station opened on May 1,1852. 

It has now been cleaned and repainted. The work is part of a £50,000 project which 


has also seen ornate metal work repaired. 

Get a share 
of£125mpot 

BLACK Country manufacturers are being 
urged to bid for a share of a £125 million fund 
to help make them more competitive on the 
world stage. 

Businesses that work in a “supply chain” 
- for instance making parts destined for the 
automotive industry - are eligible to apply 
for cash from the Government’s new 
Advanced Manufacturing Supply Chain Ini¬ 
tiative. 

They could win grants or loans for projects 
that show “real ambition” to create globally 
competitive supply chains and could spend 
on equipment, research, development or 
training. The funding pot was created after 
the Black Country Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship (LEP), together with colleagues in 
Coventry and Warwickshire, Greater Birm¬ 
ingham and Solihull and Liverpool City 
Region, made a successful joint £25 million 
bid for regional growth funding. 

After approving the application, the Gov¬ 
ernment then put up an additional £100 
million to offer support to businesses. 

Hundreds of businesses are expected to 
attend a launch event at the ICC in Birming¬ 
ham on April 27 when full details of the 
scheme will be announced. 


The last time the footbridge was painted, 
a blue and white colour scheme was 
chosen but after talking to the Railway 
Heritage Trust, Network Rail has 
restored it to what is known as GWR light 
and dark stone. 

Parts of the ornate metalwork that 
needed replacing were cast especially to 
match and blend in with the original cast¬ 
ings. Other repairs have been made to the 
structure, including sections of the gut¬ 
tering, while the edges of the stair treads 
have been coated in an anti-slip resin in 
contrasting colours to make them stand 
out. While the contractors were on site, 
the station buildings were also repainted 
at the request of train operator London 
Midland as was the canopy over the plat¬ 
form. 

Network Rail’s route buildings engi¬ 
neer Patrick Cawley, said: “It’s amazing 
to think that people the world over ‘own’ 
a little piece of Hagley in the form of a 
footbridge on their railway layout. 

“Having given the original footbridge a 
thorough overhaul, it will serve the 
people of Hagley for many years to 
come.” 

Simon Kohler at Hornby said: “We at 
Hornby are absolutely thrilled to see the 
Hagley footbridge restored to its former 
glory. 

“As a model it was one of our star items 
and with the actual footbridge being 
restored, perhaps it is time that a suitable 
model once more became part of the 
Hornby range.”

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Mother in £05,000 fraud 
is given suspended term 


A MOTHER-of-two fraudulently received 
more than £45,000 in benefits after failing to 
tell authorities her partner was living at the 
same address. 

Lee Walsh had been claiming income support, housing 
and council tax benefit as a lone parent, with no other 
income. But Wolverhampton Crown Court heard on 
Monday that between 2006 and 2009, her partner Andrew 
Griffiths had been living with her in Bells Lane, Stour¬ 
bridge. 

The 41-year-old had failed to notify the change in circum¬ 
stances to the Department of Work and Pensions and 
Dudley Council. As result she had been paid £26,312 in 
income support and £18,905 in housing and council tax 
benefit, a total of £45,218, she was not entitled to. 

The court heard Walsh had originally denied the matter 
but had pleaded guilty to two charges of failing to notify a 


change in circumstances before the case came to trial. 

Judge Nicholas Webb branded Walsh “totally dishonest” 
for her actions. 

She was sentenced to 26 weeks imprisonment suspended 
for two years, ordered to carry out 200 hours unpaid work 
and placed on a supervision order for 12 months. Walsh was 
also ordered to pay £400 costs. 

Nicholas Berry, prosecuting, said Walsh was “presented 
with evidence showing her partner had the same address as 
her on documents.” 

Mrs Belinda Ariss, defending, said Walsh’s partner 
worked away often and had only stayed at the address for 
some of the time over the period. “In terms of contribution 
to the household it was ad hoc. He paid for things when he 
was there,” she said. “He moved into the house fully in July 
2009.” But Judge Webb said she should have notified 
authorities of the change. 


Pensioner billed £2,200 
for repairing leaking tap 


A PLUMBER billed an Oldbury pensioner 
£2,224 after being called out to repair a 
leaky tap. 

Steven Greenaway was found guilty of 
carrying out unnecessary work and also 
overcharging the 76-year-old man, who was 
suffering from Huntington’s disease. 

Greenaway, aged 39, of Marlpool Lane, 
Kidderminster, had denied two charges of 
fraud but he was found guilty at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last month. 

On Monday he was made the subject of a 
12-month supervision order, told to carry 
out 200 hours unpaid work in the commu¬ 
nity and to pay £500 compensation to the 
pensioner. During trial Mr Mark Jackson, 
prosecuting for Sandwell Council’s trading 
standards department, said Greenaway 
called at the pensioner’s home because he 
had a leaking bathroom tap. 

But Greenaway charged him for a new 
bath that the pensioner, who had a number 
of “chronic” medical conditions, did not 


need. Judge Michael Dudley had earlier 
directed the panel to find Greenaway not 
guilty of a third charge of fraud and of steal¬ 
ing £600 from the pensioner. Judge Michael 
Dudley told 39-year-old Greenaway: “He 
was patently an extremely vulnerable gen¬ 
tleman. He was not expecting to pay for a 
new bath. It is a despicable offence.” 

He however, said Greenaway’s conviction 
was “substantial punishment”. He added: “I 
am sure that what you did to this man will 
live with you for a long time to come. ” 

The court had been told the self-employed 
plumber had charged the pensioner for 
installing the new bath while working as a 
sub-contractor for 1st Action Maintenance 
Limited. Mr Jackson maintained Green¬ 
away never asked permission to remove the 
old bath or install the new one. 

Mr Simon Rippon, defending Greenaway, 
a man of previous good character, said the 
conviction would badly affect his ability to 
work as a plumber. 


Fears over 
care home 

RESIDENTS concerned 
about plans to turn a 
detached house into a care 
home for young people are 
gearing up to object after 
councillors visited the pro¬ 
posed site. 

The four-bedroom facility 
in Limepit Lane, Dudley, 
would look after 16 to 24- 
year-olds who have just left 
foster care. But locals are 
concerned youths will end 
up congregating near the 
home. A petition with 59 
names and 15 letters of 
objection have been sent to 
Dudley Council. 

The proposals had been 
recommended for approval 
by planning chiefs. But the 
development control com¬ 
mittee have now visited the 
site.The plans will be consid¬ 
ered on April 24.

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Plans for register office 
to be set up in library 

BIRTHS, marriages and deaths 
could be registered in Halesowen 
for the first time ever under new 
plans. Dudley Council wants to 
set up a register office within 
Halesowen Library. 

It means residents would no longer have 
to travel to Stourbridge or Dudley. Council 
chiefs say there is a demand for the service 
as some people - such as new mothers or the 
elderly - could struggle to travel. People will 
also be able to post notices of marriages and 
civil partnerships. 

But the council says marriage ceremonies 
will still only be available in Dudley - as they 
want to encourage people to use the pictur¬ 
esque Priory Park. 

Councillor Adrian Turner is in discus¬ 
sions with the authority’s registrars to see if 
any can start working in Halesowen. 

He said they were trying to work out a 
schedule to fit in with the existing venues in 
the borough. 

It is likely the service would be offered on 
specific days each week. 

Councillor Turner said: “This would be a 
brand new service for Halesowen and would 
make life easier for people in areas such as 
Cradley and Lye. 

“I want to open up the borough for people 
and stop them having to get on a bus when 
they could have something like this on their 
doorstep. 

“There is excellent accessibility at Hale¬ 
sowen Library and it is close to a bus 
station. 

“This is something I really want to 
happen.” 


Rooms open for season 

THE STATE Rooms at a Midlands castle 
have been opened for the summer season. 

Worcestershire County Museum at 
Hartlebury Castle, Kidderminster opens 
every Wednesday, Saturday and Sunday 
until the end of September. The State Rooms 
form the middle part of the building between 
what used to be the Bishop’s private living 
quarters and the servants wing.

reduced to rubble on April 1, is also 
under way. The Crown Centre is 
being knocked down to make way for 
a new £50million shopping centre 
and Tesco store. It is expected to 
take another two-and-a-half weeks 
to clear the former car park site.

Best days of your life unless 
you turned up wifli dirty hands 


SCHOOLDAYS, supposedly, are the 
best days of our lives but the Class of 
1842 might disagree as caning was 
part of the curriculum and it cost two 
pennies a week to attend. 

Pupils at St James’ School, Salop Street, Eve 
Hill, Dudley who turned up wearing dirty 
boots found themselves scratching “slovenli¬ 
ness” 100 times on to their slate and serious 
misdemeanors received a more severe punish¬ 
ment. 

Stuffy in the summer and cold in the winter, 
children would sometimes fall asleep in the 
classrooms or be forced to run round the 
schoolyard to keep warm. 

Stoves 

Schoolmaster, Mr Westbury, wrote on July 
22 1868: “Another very hot day. Several little 
boys fell asleep, did not trouble to wake them”. 

January 4: “Very cold, allowed the classes to 
stand round the stoves, 10 minutes each class” 

The school bell announced the start of the 
day at 8.55am when pupils lined up in the 
yard, before filing into the classroom. 

After the register, hymns would be sung and

then the teaching would begin. 

The youngest children would sit in the 
gallery where they would chant the alphabet 
backwards or recite rhymes such as “Infants 
never must be lazy, On to work and up-si- 
daisy”. 

Another class sat on the benches and prac¬ 
tised drawing pot hooks on their slates in 
preparation for real writing. 

Standard 1 would sit at the desk to write 
with ink pens in their copy books. 

Pupils with dirty hands would be sent home 
to wash before they began. 

The children would copy proverbs which the 


teacher would write on the blackboard such as: 
A fool and his money are soon parted; waste 
not, want not or count ten before you speak, 
and used rhyming language to remember facts 
and figures. 

School treats saw usually reluctant pupils 
attending classes. The School’s log book notes 
on August 3 1863: “Seven boys admitted in 4th 
class. Many seeking admission in expectation 
of school treat.” 

End of term treats included nuts and 
oranges and there was often an annual school 
trip. 

Honour 

The pupils of 1888 enjoyed an August day 
out to Himley Park to honour the Earl of 
Dudley’s coming of age. 

St. James’ ceased to operate as a school in 
1980 when it became a community centre. 

In 1989 the building closed as it had become 
structurally unsafe. 

The school was moved to the Black Country 
Living Museum and reopened in May 1992 
where children can once again experience a 
Victorian School lesson, held daily, in St 
James’ School.

Quarry protesters trying 
to get police on board 


CAMPAIGNERS battling against a 
new quarry are calling on the 
police to oppose the plan on the 
grounds it will add to traffic 
dangers on a narrow country 
road. 

Quarry owner FG Davis & Sons aims to win 
planning permission for the new site at Wall 
Heath and recently revised proposals, switch¬ 
ing access from Swindon Road to Mile Flat. 

Campaigner Keith Boddison, who has lived 
in the village for 60 years, said the change of 
access may “pacify” people living near 
Swindon Road in Heath Brook Farm Estate. 
But the 68-year-old added: “This latest pro¬ 
posal makes absolutely no difference whatso¬ 
ever to the catastrophic effect the proposed 
quarry would have on the area.” 

Mr Boddison, of Tythebarn Drive, Wall 
Heath, said Mile Flat was a popular haunt for 
bikers and walkers and was lined with trees 
and bushes, which limited visibility when they 
were in full leaf. 

“The proposal to move 1,000 eight-wheeler 
vehicles per week along a narrow road with no 
street lighting or footpaths to and from an 
access point on a bend can only be described as 
ludicrous,” he said. Dave Tyler, who is leading 
the Quarries Fighting Fund campaign, 
recently met Staffordshire Police Sgt Tim 
Heap to point out residents’ fears about the 
access. Sgt Heap said, following the meeting 
with Mr Tyler, he was now investigating 
further before deciding whether the police 
should make any comments.

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Site work to create £6m 
archives centre started

A COUNCIL chief has offered to 
help Muslim leaders find a new 
site for a mosque after their con¬ 
troversial plans for land in Dudley 
were thrown out in the High 
Court. 

But an appeal is likely to be lodged against 
the ruling by Dudley Muslim 
Association(DMA) - meaning the long- 
running dispute over the land in Hall Street 
could rumble on. 

The proposals were rejected at a hearing 
on Tuesday after a legal wrangle dating 
back to 2005. 

Dudley Council Leader Les Jones said he 
was “delighted this long and very sorry saga 
has come to a conclusion”. 

He said he was “extending a hand” to the 
association to “work with them in the future 
to help them in their search for a new site”, 
adding: “I hope they accept my offer.” 

He added: “Now we have got this out of 
the way I’m hoping we can get back to the 
aim of developing the land for employment 
use to create jobs.” 

Dr Kurshid Ahmed, chairman of DMA, 
said he would talk to the council about 
potential alternative sites but added: “We 
rely on the council to provide an alternative 
proposal because they own many of the sites 
we would be able to use, and we do not have 
the ability to do it all ourselves.” 

Dr Ahmed said he was “bitterly disap¬ 
pointed” with the ruling.

WORK has begun to move a 
library which has been housed in 
Netherton Arts Centre for more 
than a century to a new venue. 

Netherton Library will open at the Savoy 
Centre, a business and learning centre, on 
April 23. 

The library has been in Netherton Arts 
Centre, Northfield Road since 1894. Dudley 
Council says it is carrying out the move to 
make the service more efficient and to help 
save cash. But the plans have proved contro¬ 
versial, with some councillors objecting. 

Councillor Qadar Zada, who represents 
Netherton, had said he would prefer to see 
money being spent on resolving issues with 
the current building rather than the library 
being moved.

THE FORMER headquarters of 
Kidderminster carpet maker 
Brintons has been put on the 
market after standing empty 
since the end of last year.

Vow over waste blaze 


Dudley Council has pledged 
to launch an investigation at a 
Black Country waste plant 
after families complained 
about the second blaze there 
in a year. 

Firefighters spent a whole day 
recently tackling the latest fire, which 
swept through mounds of household 
waste waiting to be recycled at 
Oakham Environmental in Oak Lane, 
Kings winford. 

It was almost exactly a year since 
another big fire broke out there, which 
smouldered for more than a week. 
Families living on the adjoining Oak 
Lane caravan park say they are fed up. 

Robert Hodgetts, aged 23, whose 22- 


year-old wife, Bernadette, is eight 
months pregnant and who also has a 
two-year-old son, Robert, said: “Last 
year it was burning for a week and a 
half and now it’s on fire again - and we 
and our children are breathing it in.” 

Councillor David Stanley promised a 
full investigation. 

Complaints 

“I will be speaking to our officers to 
investigate what complaints we have 
had and what has been happening at 
the site,” said Councillor Stanley, who 
could see the smoke from the Oak Lane 
blaze from his home a mile away in 
Gornal. 

“We will also discuss with the fire 
service what has caused the blaze so we 
can consider what, if any, action might 


need to be taken,” he added. 

A passer-by is believed to have raised 
the alarm after spotting the fire just 
after 6am on Easter Monday. 

At the height of the blaze more than 
45 firefighters from 10 stations across 
the Black Country and Birmingham 
were at the scene. 

A member of staff from Oakham 
Environmental operated a digger to 
pull out burning rubbish so the fire¬ 
fighters could tackle the flames. 

Fire investigators will continue to 
find out the cause of the blaze. 

A spokesman for the company, who 
would not give his name, said a skip 
originally caught fire and the flames 
spread to other rubbish nearby. 

The spokesman refused to comment 
further.

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Thousands try out latest gadgets 


THOUSANDS flocked to 
the NEC Birmingham for 
the Gadget Show Live 
where the latest home 
and leisure technology 
products were unveiled 
to the public. 

The hordes of gadget fans, many 
eager to get ‘hands on’ with the new 
products, were kept busy with zones 


dedicated to photography, gaming, in- 
car entertainment, music making, 
home gadgetry, outdoor pursuits and 
future technology. There were also 
product launches and lecture theatres 
where gadgets were put through their 
paces at the five-day event. 

Some of these products were toys for 
very rich boys (or girls) including the 
TL1 motion simulator with wrap¬ 
around 180 degree screen at an eye¬ 
watering £11,500. A three million pixel 
screen and fully adjustable seat sensi¬ 
tive to road feel complete with driving 


wheel and pedals, all of which can be 
plugged into a Windows 7 PC, make 
this the ultimate racing sim... for the 
price of a car. Just won the lottery? 
How about the £40,000 pro version? 

Anyone who has ever owned a flying 
toy will have been drooling with desire 
at the Parrot AR Drone 2.0 which 
can be controlled via an Android phone 
or tablet. 

Out in June, this highly manoeuvr- 
erable four-propeller flying machine (a 
quadricopter that can flip over!) packs 
onboard cameras for high-definition

aerial footage that can be beamed back 
to your phone instantly or uploaded 
onto YouTube. Those who couldn’t 
afford the £279.99 price tag were later 
seen mooching around the Flying 
Gadgets stall where you could pick up 
a less hi-tech copter for around £20. 

I remain very sceptical about the 
Solowheel as the future of personal 
transport but this is certainly the 
smallest most portable transportation 
device being no more than a chunky 
wheel containing an electric motor and 
a couple of footplates. It is basically a 
unicycle without a seat or the handle of 
its rival the Segway. It does have a 
gyroscope to make the device ‘self-bal- 
ancing’, a range of 12 miles on a single 
charge and a top speed of 12 mph. 

The makers say the riding technique 
can be mastered in half an hour. At 
£1,189 a pop for the Solowheel, I 
reckon it has got some way to go before 
they become a familiar sight. And you 
can’t customise it like a scooter. 

Solowheel also had some competi¬ 
tion from motorised skates SpnKiX, 
from California, which fit over your 
shoes and can propel you to speeds of 
six to ten mph. They are currently 
available in the US for around £400. 

Sound 

New York rapper and business 
mogul 50 Cent (AKA Curtis Jackson) 
is expanding his empire into high-end 
audio by launching his own range of 
headphones, which he personally 
introduced at the Gadget Show Live’s 
media and trade day. He has teamed up 
with SMS Audio to take on his LA rival 
Dr Dre whose Beats branded phones 
are bestsellers. 

50 Cent stressed his input testing 
the phones in development and 
answered some technical questions 
from the audience, lest we think he was 
just putting his name to the product. 

He explained that after putting 
effort in at the studio to perfect his 
music, he wanted fans to experience 
the best possible sound reproduction. 

Also a campaigner against world 
hunger, 50 Cent said he would be 


encouraging distributors of his phones 
to contribute to his charitable ventures 
via his brand of “conscious capital¬ 
ism”. The rap star added: “I grew up 
without money but I didn’t grow up 
hungry.” 

His range of three professionally 
tuned high-end pairs of cans include 
the £99 Street by 50 earbuds, £199 
Street by 50 over-ear headphones to 
£299 top-of-the-range wireless Sync by 
50 which can sync up to four users from 
one source. Both of the over-ear sets of 
phones have a 40mm driver. 

When someone suggested these were 
pricey, 50 Cent said people “equate 
expense with quality.” Though an SMS 
Audio spokesperson was quick to add 
that a lower priced addition to the 
range was on the way. 

Other highlights of the show 
included: 

BubblePix Bubblescope: a clip-on 
accessory for your smartphone which 
captures 360 degree video and stills 
from your phone camera. 

The price of £65 includes the Bubble- 
scope, a case to line up phone camera 
and scope, and software to convert the 
images. 

It will be available for Apple iPhone 
4 and 4S this summer and later for 
other smartphones. 

Dube: former Manchester United, 
Coventry and Villa footballer Dion 
Dublin has developed a new musical 
instrument, a kind of cube drum (basi¬ 
cally a microphone in a box) which 
makes different percussive sounds 
depending on which side is hit. 

Dion has already played the Dube 
alongside Ocean Colour Scene and it 
was used by jazz musician Courtney 
Pine on his album Europa. 

The Dube starts at around £150 
going up to around £400 depending on 
size. 

NeuroSky: Brainwave sensors 
enable people to control computers and 
other devices with their mind. This 
most magical of technologies - simu¬ 
lated telekinesis! - is in its infancy and 
the stand demonstrated rather trivial 


uses, including the Mindflex ball levi¬ 
tating game developed with Mattel and 
Nange Magro’s extraordinary and 
rather kinky looking Mechapolypyse 
mind-controlled dress. 

However, the potential future appli¬ 
cations of reliable, accurate mind 
control are revolutionary, perhaps 
beginning with the disabled but then 
transforming life as we know it. 

Apple iPad: tablets remain the 
most desirable piece of kit and the top 
tablet is the latest Apple iPad but it 
does face competition, not only from 
Android tablets but from the latest 
wave of ultrabooks (thin and light¬ 
weight laptops).

Qb-Mito: a powerful little speaker 
box (24w) for wireless sounds from 
Bluetooth devices boasting 30 hours 
continuous play, for £59. 

Or check out its sister product the 
Qsb speakers powered by USB with 
30w of room-filling sounds, £89. 

Nanodots: tech that unleashes your 
creativity does not have to be expen¬ 
sive. These magnetic marbles come in 
regular and mega sizes, packs of 64 to 
216, and can be stuck together to make 
all sorts of mini sculptures, jewellery, 
fasteners or game counters. 

Available in black, silver, gold or tita¬ 
nium, they are milled from 
Neodymium, apparently the world’s 
strongest permanent magnet and will 
still be half as magnetically powerful in 
the year 3000. The smallest tube costs 
around £16.

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All eyes 
on Ibiza 
revamp

IT SEEMS to me that there’s a growing fan 
base out there for SEAT, judging by the reac¬ 
tion to my test drive of the Ibiza five-door 
Sportrider. 

The 1.6 TDi CR may only be an upgrade from the 
three-door equivalent but in Dakota red it seemed to 
attract attention everywhere I went on a week-long test 
drive. 

Complete strangers were asking questions I often 
couldn’t answer about top speed, fuel consumption, price 
and C02 emissions which is unusual. 

It has to be the ‘arrow’ style body shaping from the 
Spanish brand that attracted so many. Low headlight 
and grille positioning give the sporty look with side mod¬ 
ifications adding another nice touch. 

This Ibiza really gives SEAT a lift in the ultra-compet¬ 
itive supermini sector. Produced exclusively at a state-of- 
the-art factory in Barcelona, the company claims this 
model to be a match for anything in class - and at a good 
price too. 

I remember my first drive in a SEAT and the impres¬ 
sion that this was just a cheaper Volkswagen. Well, how 
that has changed with a marked improvement in build 
quality and high levels of comfort and sporting attitude. 

Inside there’s an improved feel of quality matched to 
comfort. An attractive dash area has all the parapherna¬ 
lia you expect from a much more expensive option includ¬ 
ing Bluetooth connectivity and a navigation system if 
you want to pay extra. 

Leather 

There are sports seats which can prove a little too hard 
for some on long journeys and a host of standard items 
such as 17-inch alloys, sports suspension, rear-parking 
sensors, tinted rear windows, climate control which 
includes a refrigerated glovebox and a leather wheel and 
gear stick. 

But the Sportrider comes with much more. The things 
you would expect to have to dip into the back pocket for 
such as automatic lights and rain sensor wipers, 
dimming rear view mirror, body-coloured door handles 
and steering wheel-mounted radio controls all come as 
part of the package. 

The five-door model has a longer wheelbase and wider 
track which of course means more room inside with an 
eight per cent boost in boot space - just enough for the 
golf clubs. 

This is no flier but it does 0-62mph in 10.5 seconds and 
has a top speed of 117mph and outstanding C02 emis¬ 
sions of 112g/km. 

But what makes me think that SEAT are right on the 
button with the Sportrider is the fuel consumption 
figures. Not many cars in this sector boast combined fuel 
consumption figures of 65.7mpg. 

Competition in the sector is as tough as it gets with 
Mini, Renault Clio, Corsa, Fiesta and Yaris in the field. 
But Sportrider is up there with them and its little wonder 
that the Ibiza remains the SEAT brand’s best selling car.

ALBION’S Premier League sur¬ 
vival mission has been concluded 
triumphantly. 

But try telling Graham Dorrans there is 
nothing left to play for, writes Steve 
Madeley. 

The Scotsman’s stunning strike electri¬ 
fied The Hawthorns as the Baggies burst 
through the 40-point barrier for the second 
successive Premier League season. 

And Dorrans will hope his best perform¬ 
ance under Roy Hodgson will finally jump- 
start a career that has spluttered since he 
helped drive the club back to the top flight. 

With survival all-but ensured several 
weeks ago Hodgson, his staff and Albion’s 
fans were hoping for ‘added value’ from the 
final games of the campaign. 

There were plenty of extra reasons to 
smile as QPR were sent packing with no 
points on Saturday. And Dorrans’ impres¬ 
sive display was the most pleasing of all. 

Genuine 

Ever since the unheralded Scot took the 
Championship by storm under Roberto Di 
Matteo and played the most significant indi¬ 
vidual role in bringing Premier League foot¬ 
ball back to The Hawthorns, fans and 
team-mates have waited for him to stamp 
his mark on the top division. 

A series of injuries, off-field problems and 
the emergence of new Baggies stars raised 
uncertainty over whether Dorrans could 
replicate his former glories at the top table 
of English football. 

The 24-year-old has a way to go to silence 
the doubters completely. But two years to 
the week since his free-kick at Doncaster 
helped seal promotion for Di Matteo’s team, 
Dorrans’ starring role against Rangers 
offered the clearest indication yet that 
Albion fans should not give up hope of the 
talented playmaker becoming a genuine 
Premier League force. 

The right-foot rocket that settled a tight 


game midway through the first half was the 
undoubted highlight of his and Albion’s day. 
But Dorrans’ all-round contribution will 
have pleased Hodgson and his staff even 
more. 

And with four games remaining in the 
campaign and injured star James Morrison 
unlikely to play any major role, Dorrans 
should have further chances to generate 
some momentum to carry him to brighter 
times next season. 

He was handed a rare chance to showcase 
his skills in the heart of midfield against 
Mark Hughes’ strugglers, and Dorrans 
responded with a combination of the bright 
passing and movement that thrilled fans in 
Di Matteo’s side and the added defensive 
discipline that Hodgson has tried to inject 
throughout the squad. It wasn’t quite 


vintage Dorrans, but there were clear signs 
of the spark returning to reignite a talent 
that never disappeared. 

If Dorrans made the day’s most eye-catch¬ 
ing contribution, two of last summer’s low- 
key arrivals pushed him close. 

Billy Jones gave his most complete display 
since stepping into the sizable boots of 
Steven Reid at right-back, defending intelli¬ 
gently against the dangerous Adel Taarabt, 
attacking with vigour and going within a 
whisker of his first Baggies goal.His per¬ 
formance, plus that of young defender Craig 
Dawson, will have pleased Hodgson almost 
as much as that of Dorrans. 

With Marc-Antoine Fortune acting as an 
attacking fulcrum and Dorrans, Chris 
Brunt, Jerome Thomas and Peter 
Odemwingie rotating to good effect around
